‘In the midst of all this danger and uneasi- 
ness, my last living boy was taken with a con- 


| gestive cHill and died in a few hours. Ah, 


that was a sadtime. We sold the handsome 
carriage that had been our pride in better

funeral expenses. Then when my boy was 
buried, I got in my buggy and started to 
Macon alone. On the way, I stopped ata 
friend’s house, and he insisted on sending his 
little hoy with me for protection. So the child

There were riots up the 
road from my house. One night they had a 
vendetta and broughta dead man aloug the 
road to be buried some miles below where he 
had been murdered.

We were sadly “wantin g in clothes and house 
comforts, but we had enough toeat for some 
sheep and cows were left on the place, and I 
said we ate so many of them that we’d get to 
bleating and bellowing.
